2. Holding hands with a gentleman was a familiarity rarely to be permitted except in the course of serious 


courtship. 
3. Many formalities in the conduct of weddings are still observed today. 
4. Everyone collected autographs from their friends, accompanied by selected verses copied in Spencerian hands. 


5. Walking in couples, the gentleman accommodated his step to the lady’s, and walked on the outside. 


Displaying affection as the couple at right are doing, was generally frowned upon.
